The Space Age began in 1957 with the launch 
of Sputnik 1, but the roots of this era date to 
the 1920s and 1930s when the first books 
appeared on the subject and the first so- 
cieties were organized to promote the cause 
of space flight. These societies, in the U.S., 
Germany, USSR, England, and other coun- 
tries, conducted some of the first liquid fuel 
rocket experiments, trained some of the fu- 
ture space rocket builders (such as Wernher 
von Braun), and made the world space con- 
scious. Frank Winter documents the forma- 
tive years of these groups in this book.

Vengeance Weapon 2: The V-2 Guided Missile 
by Gregory P. Kennedy. 88 pages, 118 b&w

Kennedy chronicles the development and 
use of the V-2, from its origins to its use in 
post-war rocket research programs. A special 
appendix “peels away” the missile’s skin to 
provide a detailed look at the V-2’s inner 
mechanisms. Also included are many pre- 
viously unpublished illustrations. 


The Dragon's Teeth? The Creation of U.S. Air 
Power for World War II 

by Benjamin S. Kelsey. 148 pages, 70 b&w 
illus.

Kelsey describes how Americans cast down 
the “dragon” of anti-militarism that prevailed 
in the 1920s and 1930s to amass the mighty 
air fleet that crushed the Axis powers. Brig- 
adier General Kelsey, USAF (Ret.) actively 
participated in this expansion of U.S. air 
power.
